It is not for any private Perſons, but a Parliament with a Convocation to

Whether they have any Authority elſe from the Goſpel than fo, ſo long as they 
have this by . it need not at all be touch d. ä 

As Fehoſophat did commit the Charge incumbent upon him as ſupreme Magi- 
ſtrate, in regard to all matters of the Lord, unto the care of Amariah being 
Chief Prieft, and in regard to the King's matters unto Zebadiah, being as the 
Chief Fuftice of the Realm: ſo ſhould the Dioceſan Biſhop be in our Eccleſiaſti- 
cal, as the Judges are in Civil Matters, the Subſtitutes altogether of Her Ma- 
jeſty, and execute Her Juriſdiction. — r
